As early 
as noon yesterday the supply or revolvers 
with the exception of a few cheap and 
unreliable ones, had been entireiy ex- 
hausted, and a good revolver couid not 
be obtained for love or money.

@nited States Secretary of War Has 
Both Sides to Formally Agree 
to Armistice, Which Has 
Been in Operation for 
Several Days. 


Havana, Septembe- 24.—It was rumored 
late this afternoon tnaat the government 
and the moderates had tacitly decided to 
concede practically everything to ‘the lib- 
érals and rebels. 

Havane, September 24—Victory for 
the liberals or revolutionary party seems 
certain tonight at the conclusion of a 
long conference between a committee of 
the insurgents, of eight members, and 
the American peace commissioners. The 
insurgent committee announced there 
Was practically no differences remaining 
between them and Secretaries Taft anJ 
Bacon, and that they would receive a 
@raft of the peace plans tomorrow. These 
Probably would be agreed to at a met- 
ing to be held in the presidio, where the 
prisoner memDers of the committee are 
confined. 

Secretary Taft .said he could give no 
details of what transpfred at the confer- 
enoe for the reason that it was now nec- 
essary to treat with the government lead- 
ers, and that the publication of the peace 
proposals might interfere with their 
prompt acceptance. 

Messrs. Taft and Bacon went to the 
palace tonight and informed President 
Palma of the outcome of the negotiations 

with the liberals. 

The absence of a definite statement 
from the commissioners makes it impos. 
tible to say whether the plans carry the 
resignations of the present administra- 
tin and the congressmen elected last 
year or not. There {se a strong i[m- 
pression that President Palma will re- 
main and reorganize the cabinet, but. that 
rew elections will be held for the sena.- 
tors and representatives who were elected 
last year. and possibly also for provin 
cial officers. 

In discussing the situation Secretary 
Taft said that tomorrow he would go 
over with Alfredo Zayas, the leader of 
the Mberais, the variations that the libd- 
eral leaders desire in the memorandum 0’ 
the peace programme. “If we reach a 
conclusion,’’ the secretary said, “we hape 
to announce it tomorrow night.” 

Mr. Taft evinced a great pleasure at 
the progress made thus far, and it is 
evident that he regards the remainder of 
the negotiations as a matter of working 
out the details of the peace agreement. 
This bear out.the insistent rumor in cir- 
culation here today that the government 
abandoned much of its opposition to re- 
ceiving the liberal leaders, and it was 
apparent that the peace commissionere 
felt that while there was no reason for 
rebellion in Cuba, tnere was real founda- 
tion for liberal complaint against thea 
election methods of the administration 
party. 

The conference began at half past 5, 
and continued until 8 o'clock this even- 
ing. Practically all this time was occu- 
pied by Secretary Taft's review of the 
situation. It was evident that the rea.- | 
ized from the outset that peace could b2 
established by recognizing in’ the main 
the contentions of the liberals.

J. Bryan, speaking here today, defended 
his right to express what opinion his con- 
science dictated upOn the government 
ownership of railroads. He touched upon 
the Cuban situation and gave arguments 
used throughout his southern trip to 
show that the republican party has 
adopted democratic principles. 

A feature of Mr. Bryan’s reception 
was a banquet in his honor, where party 
lines were thrown aside, and he was in- 
troduced by a leading member of the 
Louisiana republican club. 

Before an audience of about 7,000 peo- 
ple on the polo fie'd at City park Mr. 
Bryan said: “I am afraid I got myself 
into trouble when I intimated that we 
would have tg go further than the regu- 
lation of railroads, and that the govern- 
ment might have tO own them. While 
abroad I found the trend of opposition 
toward governmentship, and I saw what 
I believed to be a better solution than 
centralized ownership, namely state own- 
ership, where possible, combined with 
government ownership of trunk lines. 
When I returned to New York I had to 
say something orn this subject, and I had 
noNtime to call. a mass meeting to 
have pointed out to me what I ought to 
think. 

“T have seen railroad infhuenc@ pack 
conventions I have seen it corrupt legis- 
lative bodies and courts, and I for one 
will not willingly see the rmailroads rob 
the people of one million dollars or more 
a year, and not say what I think abou‘ 
it. I want to warn you to think about 
government ownership of railroads now 
If regulation proves effective I do not be- 
lieve the people will want governmen. 
ownership, but I warn you that it will 
come if regulation fails, and that if it 
does come you may have to try the éx- 
periment, unless you consider now a duc! 
political of federal ownership of al! rail- 
roads. I want you to consider combined 
state and federal ownership in order to 
avoid centralizing power by dividing !t 
emong the states. If it is a sacrifice of 
my own prospects to advocate what I 
consider the democratic plan of govern- 
ment ownership, then no man ever 
walked to sacrifice more willingly than 
I’. Om the Cuban situation he said: 
“Because there is an insurrection in Cuba 
I have heard some people deny that Cu- 
bans can govern themselves. I migh: 
say the same thing myself if my memory 
did not run back for far that I remem- 
ber the time when that there was civil 
war in this country. ?* never heard any 
one say that because of this war tue 
United States could not govern itself. 

Mr. Bryan had a littie difficulty in get- 
ting away from the park atter his 
speech, on account of the crowds which 
wished to shake hands. Preceding this 
speech, Mr. Bryan had been the guest 
at a non-partisan banquet and welcome 
given by the New Orleans Progressive 
Union, Whose guest he was. Here he 
was introduce@ first by Albert Godchaux, 
president of the ufion and a republiqan, 
and afterward by Governor N. C. Blan- 
chard. -The Louisiana Republican Club 
participated in this welcome. Mr. Bryan, 
speaking at the banquet, divided the po- 
litical worl dinto two parties, which he 
called the progressives and the conserva- 
tives .and said he did not believe the 
world would grow better except by the 
presence of both these parties. 

He remarked that in this trip around 
the worid he noted that the sun never 
set on American philanthropy.

Cuba’s Tobacco Revolution. 

A Havana correspondent who is 
recognized as exceptionally well in- 
formed on Cuban affairs, says the 
present revolution in. that island is 
largely due to the failure of the to- 
bacco crop. Because of the almost 
total] failure of the leaf last season 
it is said that genuine. Havana to- 
bacco promises to be as scarce as it 
was during the Spanish-American 
war. 

According to this correspondent, 
last season was the most unfavorable 
ever known in the Vuelto Abajo dis- 
trict, where the choicest tobacco leaf 
grows. The crop was drowned out 
time and time again, the tenant farm- 
ers being left without subsistence. 
The people of the province were 
starving. They appealed to the gov- 
ernment for assistance, but help was 
not forthcoming from Havana and 
the people were thus ripe for rebel- 
lion. 

It is also stated that the growers 
should now be busy for the next 
year’s crop, but with civil war ravag- 
ing the fields, planting is impossible 
and the farmers face another season 
of poverty. 

It will be, therefore, seen that in 
its economic causes the Cuban revo- 
lution is a tobacco revolution. 


Silver’s Rehabilitation. 


Ranging between 67 and 68 cents 
an ounce, the highest it has reached 
in more than ten years, silver is 
sharing in the general prosperity of 
the period. A New York financial 
journal observes that as the produc- 
tion of silver is increasing, the pres- 
ent condition of the market demon- 
strates a notably stronger silver de- 
mand. 

This, in the opinion of this author- 
ity, is partly monetary and partly in- 
dustrial. 

The fact that our government Is 
again taking a hundred thousand 
ounces a month for its subsidiary 
coinage, after being long out of the 
market, while working up the silver 
bullion accumulated prior to 1903, is 
undoubtedly a factor in the advanc- 
ing price. Then, too, the east is in- 
creasing its demands, taking more 
than 76,000,000 ounces the first half 
of the year, with every indication of 
larger rather than smaller demands 
for the second half year. The French 
government is also in the market for 
silver supplies. 

To what extent these increasing 
demands for the white metal will af- 
fect silver mining stocks is problem-

HLLIRD SLANS. 
OWN DAUGHTER 


Girl Reported to Have Been 
in Delicate Condition, 


John Bullard, a White Farmer of 
Powder Springs, Charged With 
Serious Crimes Against His 
Sixteen- Year-Old 
Child.

Powder Springs, Ga., September 24.— 
(Gpecial.)—News has just been recelved 
here of one of the most revolting crimes 
that have ever occurred in this section 
of the state. 

A white farmer named John Bullard, 
living about a mile from Powder Springs, 
shot and killed his 16-year-old daughter, 
Ruth, this morning. He fired six shots 
dnto her body, three of the bullets enter- 
ing her head and the other three taking 
effect in her body. 

Bullard immediately after committing the 
crime went to his brother and informed 
him of what he had done. There were no 
eyewitnesses of the shooting. He declares 
that he will never make known his rea- 
son for committing the deed. He drove 
to town, where he surrendered to the 
sheriff. His own days are numbered, as 
he is said to be dying of cOnsumsmion. 

Bullard has been a widower for several 
years, the family consisting of these two, | 
They formerly itved at Austell, Ga., from) 
which place they went to Mississippi, ana} 
from there to this section. It appears 
that while residents of Austell, Bullard 
was arrested and placed in jail in Ma- 
rietta upon the suspicion that his rela- 
tions with his daughter were not proper. 
He was acquitted of this charge and left 
the state. 

It develops that the daughter was In a 
Gelicate condition when she was killed. 
@he was not married, and had, so far as 
was publicly known, lived a perfectly re- 
epectaiolé life. 

This community has been greatly etirred, 
by fhe crime and many at firs refused to} 
believe the report. The body of fhe girl 
was found on the floor im the house in a, 
pool of blood. The father had emptied , 
tis revolver into the daughter's form. 

Although not consfdered a very bright | 
man, Bullard’s sanity has never been; 
questioned, and & is thought that he must 
have been terribly excited to. have com- 
mitted this crime. 

Later reports are to the effect that he 
has stated that the shooting was the re- 
sult of an accident. 

Bullard lived alone with; his daughter. 
and refused to give any cause for tne 
shooting until interviewed by a Consti- 
tution representative in his cell in the 
county jail. 

He told a tong story of a misspen: life, 
culminating in the "rageldy enacted this 
morning, as follows: 

‘] was married about e-.snteen years 
_@go, but soon separated from my wife, 
who died when Ruby wes about six years 
old. I was not with her at the time 
of her death. I left Ruby with her 
grandmother about a year, umil her 
grandmother's death, after which Jim 
Powell, a young man, raised “by Mr. 
Walden, ran off with her. I followed 
trem to Leesburg and by habeas corpus 
proceedings regained possession of her, 
and took her to Austell. She was told 
by Powell and Walden not to cal me 
papa and not to do anything I said. Fi- 
maly I was arrested with her and tried 
in Cobb county court for having unlaw- 
ful relations with ‘her, and the authort- 
ties took her away from me and ‘told 
her she could go anywhere she pleased, 
and I went 10 Texas. My brother kept 
Ruby for about a year, then refused +o 
keep her any longer, and sent her to me 
fn Texas. I got sick and we returned 
to Amstell and tried to get along some 
way, and we started to keep house there. 

“About three weeks ago she tried to 
hort me and tore my shirt off. Last 
night she went to a singing. I returned 
tfhome at my usual hour, and heard her 
ecme home and heard her talking to 
geome one in the yard, and heard thetn 
gtrike off several matches. I did not say 
-anything to her until this morning after 
ghe had cookei breakfast. We were sit- 
ting ax the table eating, and I asked her 
if ehe couldn’ tmake less noise and not 
disturb me when she came in. She did 
mot say anything, only ‘swelled up’ and 
gushed back from the table. I got up 
and went to my ded and got my pistol! 
to put * away, and walked between a 
cot and the bed to the trurk. My daugh- 
ter went into anoth»or room and put on 
her bonnet and returned to the room,

in her hand. I threw up my hands. The 
pistol was a self-acting one and went oif.

‘“Jellico, Tenn., September 24—To the 
Public: The gravity of the situation in 
Jellico is more appalling than we at first 
anticipated. Saturday it was thought 
that we would be able to cope with the 
conditions that have arisen here as a 
result of the terrible dynamite explosion 
of last Friday morning. Later develop- 
ments, however, reveal that it wil! be 
necessary for outside aid to be ex- 
tended, in order to meet the demands for 
immediate relief that are now apparent. 
We at first decided to decline offers of 
outside assistance that have come to us 
from all parts of the country, but now. 
afier further and sober thought, we are 
appalled at the destruction that has been 
caused and the suffering that has fo- 
lowed in its wake. Therefore, in the 
name of the people of Jellico, we declare 
that contributions of money or other ma- 
terial assistauce will be gratefully re- 
ceived. 

“The principal distress exists as a result 
of damages to property and stocks of 
g00ds,and household effects of residents 
of the town in addition to physical suf- 
ferings caused by injuries resultant froin 
the explosion. Many of the people in 
humbler circumstances have lost prac- 
tical'y everything they possessed. S0me 
will never be able to reestablish them- 
selves in business or otherwise !f outside 


He was born on March 28, 1847, in 
Greene county, Georgia, 
third son of Pinckney J. and 8S. W. B. 
Tuggle. He served in the Georgia state 
guards during the latter part of the 
struggle of the 60's, as he was too young 
to enter the ranks of the confederate 
army. 

After the war he was connected with 
the Southern Express Company for about 
two years, jater gOing with the Georgia 
railroad as conductor. He was next con- 
nected with the firm of’ Howell Bros., 
wholesale grocers of Atlanta, until they 
dissolved. 

He next went with the Maddox-Rucker 
company as traveling salesman, and re- 
mained with this firm until they sold out 
to W. A. Russell. He remained with the 
latter until the time of his death, and 
was a beneficiary under Mr. Russell's 
will in the sum of $1,000, willed to him On 
account of ‘ong and faithful service.”

Milking Cows by Machinery. 
(From The Kansas City tSar.) 

A test has been completed in the dairy 
department of the Kansas State Agricul- 
tursl college which proves that milking 

chines are a success. 

The machines were, installed and the 
test conducted by Professor 0. Fv, in 
charge of the state dairy work. The 
machines operate by means of vacuum. 
A three-horse power gasoline engine runs 
a vacuum pump which exhauste the air 
out of a system of pipes. These pipes 
run along the sides of the cows, and the 
milking machines are attached “to these 
pipes by flexible hose. 

The vacuum created by the pump runs 
a pulsator on the top of the can and 
this produces an.-intsimittent suction in 
the .cups. attached to tthe teats of the 
cow. The suction draws the milk from 
the cow through the runvver tube and de- 
posits it in the can. The milk is not ex- 
posed ta the. air,..nence absolutely sani- 
tary milk can be produced.
